Manager Jimmy Andrews is 
too experienced for that. 

He said yesterday: ‘‘The 
home draw suits me fine but I 
would never underestimate a 
non-league side, You have only 
to look at Saturday’s results to 


see how strong some of them are 
and it will not be easy to build up 
an atmosphere among my 
players. But we must hold the 
advantage of being at home.’” 


Under Andrews, Cardiff are 
currently fighting their way 
ivision 2, haying 
been relegated last season. 
now in his second 
year of manager and he has a 
wealth of experience behind him. 
As a player he was with West 
Ham, playing in the famous 
Hammers team that included 
such names as Sexton, Bond, 
Allison and O'Farrell. He has

Q.P.R., Chelsea, Coventry, 
Spurs and Luton. 

He turned down an offer to 
coach the Iran national team 
with Frank O'Farrell and decid- 
ed to concentrate on Cardiff. To 
get the players he needed he had 
to make two big transfer deals. 
He sold Leighton Phillips to 
Aston Villa for £95,000 and 
Andy McCullough to, Oxford.
